HOUSING . 


Although  25  improvement  grants  were  approved  during  the  year  -  the 
highest  total  yet  -  the  response?  especially  hy  owners  of  tenanted  property? 
remains  disappointing. ' Of  the  25  grants  approved?  only  two  were  in  respect 
of  tenanted  properties,  and  in  each  of  these  cases  the  tenant  was  a  close 
relative  of  the  owner.  In  the  absence  of  voluntary  improvement  schemes  onthe  part 
of  owners?  the  Council  may  well  wish  to  seriously  consider  the  use  of 
compulsory  powers  in  selected  areas. 

During  the  year  the  tenants  of  two  houses  made  representations  to  the 
Council  under  section  19  of  the  Housing  Act  19'64»  In  one  case  the  owner 
submitted  a  scheme  for  improvement?  and  the  other  case  was  under  consideration 
by  the  Council  at  the  end  of  the  year.
